SYNOPSIS 


On October 21, 2015, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Slade Carrizosa, Sergeant Patrick Mannion, and Sergeant Jeff Smith 
responded to HEE" Street, Los Angeles, regarding a use of force resulting in 
an inmate hospitalization. On July 20", 2016, this case was reassigned to 
Sergeant Luan Dang. 


On October 21, 2015, East Los Angeles Station received a call transferred from 
the California Highway Patrol (CHP). The CHP informed East Los Angeles desk 
personnel a male caller requested police to check an abandoned house. The 
caller told the CHP there was a lot of blood at the location. East Los Angeles 
desk personnel were unable to contact the informant. East Los Angeles Station 
generated for a call of service (Tag #449). 


Deputies Justin Waites and David Vaca, (Unit #22), were assigned the call, and 
the first unit to arrive on scene. As Deputies Waites and Vaca spoke to the 
informant and the victim, additional East Los Angeles units (Deputies Andrew 
Alatorre, Eduardo wv = arrived to assist. 
Deputies Waites and Vaca determined a felony domestic assault had occurred, 
and directed assisting units to look for the suspect (later identified as Martin 
Espinoza). The deputies were informed by the victim the suspect was armed 
with a knife. 


Aero Bureau (Air 22) arrived shortly after, and searched for the suspect. Deputy 
Ignacio Gracia (Aero Bureau Observer) located the suspect walking up a hill from 
Langsford Street toward Hebert Avenue. Deputy Gracia noticed the suspect 
appeared to be wet, and advised East Los Angeles units of the suspect's 
location. Deputy Gracia advised East Los Angeles units to approach the suspect 
from the top of the hill, and provided guidance for the ground units. 
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As Deputy Alatorre drove east on Eagle Street, he noticed a male matching the 
descriptions of the suspect provided by Deputies Waites and Vaca, walking along 
a wrought iron fence, adjacent to Herbert Avenue. Deputy Alatorre noticed 
Suspect Espinoza was bleeding from his head, arms, and body. Deputy Alatorre 
shined his vehicle’s spotlight at the suspect, and ordered him to stop. Deputy 
Alatorre noticed Deputies WAMAN >. RE ors directly behind his patrol 
vehicle. Deputy Alatorre exited his patrol vehicle and went through an opening 
between a block wall and the wrought iron fence to approach Suspect Espinoza. 
Deputies M 1d EEE followed closely behind Deputy Alatorre. 


As Deputy Alatorre approached Suspect Espinoza, Suspect Espinoza said, “fuck 
you,” and attempted to punch Deputy Alatorre. Deputy Alatorre avoided the 
suspect's punch. Suspect Espinoza and Deputy Alatorre lost their footing on the 
top of the hill, and stumbled 15 to 20 yards down the hillside. 


Upon coming to a stop from their initial stumble, both Deputy Alatorre and 
Suspect Espinoza laid on their backs. Suspect Espinoza, again, attempted to 
punch Deputy Alatorre. Deputy Alatorre avoided Suspect Espinoza’s punch. 
Deputy Alatorre and Suspect Espinoza regained their balance, and stood to their 
feet. Once they stood up, Deputy Alatorre immediately grabbed Suspect 
Espinoza’s left arm. 


Meanwhile, as Deputy Alatorre attempted to control Suspect Espinoza, Deputy 

ran down the steep hill to their location. After Suspect Espinoza 
regained his balance and stood up, Deputy EEE grabbed Suspect 
Espinoza’s shoulder and right arm. Deputy momentum from running 
down the hillside and grabbing Suspect Espinoza caused all three of them 
(Deputy Alatorre, Deputy anc Suspect Espinoza) to fall back onto the 
ground. 


When Suspect Espinoza went to the ground the second time, he fell on his 
stomach, and tucked his hands underneath his body. Because Suspect 
Espinoza refused to follow the deputies’ orders to remove his hands from 
underneath his body, and fearing Suspect Espinoza may retrieve a knife from his 
person, Deputy Alatorre punched Suspect Espinoza one time in the left temple 
area. The punch had no effect as Suspect Espinoza continued to struggle with 
the deputies, and kept his hands underneath his stomach. 


Utilizing his right elbow, Deputy Alatorre struck the suspect one time in the left 
temple area. The elbow strike took immediate effect, and Suspect Espinoza 
released his left hand from underneath his body. Deputy Alatorre placed one 
handcuff on Suspect Espinoza’s left hand, but his right hand was still underneath 
his body. Suspect Espinoza continued to refuse the deputies’ orders, and kept 
his right hand concealed underneath his body. Deputy il errived shortly 
after, and assisted Deputy [EEE to remove Suspect Espinoza’s right arm 
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<~ Y 


from underneath his body. Suspect Espinoza continued to refuse to obey the 
deputies’ verbal commands, and kept his right arm underneath his body. Deputy 
BEE ployed his Taser, removed the cartridge, and placed it against 
Suspect Espinoza’s lower back area. Deputy MM tivated the Taser for 
approximately three seconds. The Taser had an immediate effect, and Suspect 
Espinoza removed his right hand from underneath his body. Working together, 
Deputies Ent and Alatorre were able to secure the handcuffs on 
Suspect Espinoza. 


After Suspect Espinoza was handcuffed, Deputy EEE searched him and 
found a Swiss army knife in his right front shorts’ pocket. The deputies noticed 
Suspect Espinoza was bleeding profusely from his wrists, and escorted him 
down the hillside. Paramedics arrived shortly after, and rendered medical 
assistant. Suspect Espinoza was transported via ambulance to Los Angeles 
County Medical Center (LCMC), where he was treated for his injuries. Suspect 
Espinoza was subsequently admitted to LCMC due to his head injuries. 


Following the use of force, involved deputies reported the incident to Sergeant 
Joel Flores. Deputy Vaca documented an incident report, listed under file #015- 
15203-0277-050, refer to [EXHIBIT A]. Deputies Alatorre, EEE and 

documented their involvement in supplemental reports, refer to 
[EXHIBIT B]. 


The Taser activation log showed the Taser was activated for five seconds, refer 
to [EXHIBIT C]. It was discovered at the hospital Suspect Espinoza sustained a 
laceration to this left hand, a cut on his left eyebrow, and an intracerebral 
hemorrhage right temporal lobe, refer to his medical records in [EXHIBIT D]. 


IAB investigators canvassed the area for witnesses. Two civilians were 
interviewed & 

. Both stated they only saw 
deputies walking with the suspect down the hill, but they did not see any physical 
altercations.

Suspect Espinoza sustained cuts on his left hand, a laceration to the left eyelid, 
and a hemorrhage on the right temporal lobe. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 

There were no injuries to deputy personnel. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 

A knife was recovered at the scene, however, it was never booked into evidence. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


There was a broken window at the location where the suspect assaulted his 
girlfriend, with glass fragments shattered on the ground. There was a significant 
amount of blood inside the house where the window was broken, in addition to 
the blood found on the sidewalk in the front of the house. 


Photographs of the location and the shattered glass were taken the night of the 
incident by Deputy Justin Waites. IAB investigators returned to the location on 
July 27, 2016, and took additional photographs of the hillside during daylight 
hours. The photographs are included in [EXHIBIT E].

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 


The criminal investigation was handled by East Lost Angeles Station Detective 
Eduardo Sanchez. The suspect was charged with one count of 273.5(a) PC, and 
one count of 148(a)(1) PC. The case was filed at East Los Angeles Court under 
case #5EA05880. On October 30, 2015, Suspect Espinoza was convicted for 
two misdemeanors which included a Domestic Violence conviction, 273.5(a) PC, 
and a Resist a Police Officer conviction, 148(a)(1) PC. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The lighting condition at the location was dark, and illuminated intermittently by 
Aero Unit 22. The weather condition was clear. 


INVESTIGATION:

On October 22, 2015, Suspect Espinoza was interviewed by East Los Angeles 
Station Lieutenant Roberto Medrano and Sergeant Jose Gonzalez. The 
interviews were videotaped, refer to [EXHIBIT E]. Suspect Espinoza was heavily 
sedated and unable to answer questions. 


On October 22, 2015, Suspect Espinoza was interviewed by IAB investigators. 
Suspect Espinoza said he was tackled by deputies, and taken to the ground. 
Once he was on the ground, the deputies punched him three times in the left side 
of his head. The deputies Tased him in the buttocks, and kicked him on the side 
of his body. Suspect Espinoza believed he cut his left hand on the hill. He 
denied punching the house's window. 
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Suspect Espinoza’s interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. For 
complete statements made, more information, and precise wording, see attached 
verbatim interview transcriptions.
